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A talented musician is hoping his 
time has finally come years after he 
was dropped by a legendary record 
producer and his singing partner 
won X Factor. 

Howard Dee, 43, released his 
poignantly titled first album, Unful¬ 
filled Finale, a month ago after 
spending the last two years record¬ 
ing it in his bedroom in Stoneleigh. 

As a 27-year-old he was signed to 
Love This Records, a record compa¬ 
ny formed by 1980s music giant 
Mike Stock, working with Matt 
Aitken, who were part of the leg¬ 
endary Stock Aitken Waterman 
partnership that produced hits for 
the likes of Kylie Minogue, Jason 
Donovan and Bananarama. 

Promised a three-album record 
deal, Mr Dee began recording in Mr 
Stock’s studio, but, after a short 
time his calls to the studio went 
unanswered and he never heard

from Mr Stock again - triggering 
a hugely disruptive personality 
disorder. 

Mr Stock told the Epsom 
Guardian this week that he never 
meant to drop Mr Dee, but the Ju¬ 
bilee line extension forced the sud¬ 
den closure of his studio. He 
described the musician as “very tal¬ 
ented” and wished him every suc¬ 
cess with his new album. 

The episode triggered a deeply 
difficult period in Mr Dee’s life and 
he was eventually diagnosed with 
depersonalisation - a disorder 
which caused him to feel detached 
from the world. 

He said: “Can We Pretend was the 
song they really liked, the one they 
wanted to release. I started record¬ 
ing the song, but it had unfinished

vocals. All of sudden they never got 
back to me. 

“I was dreaming of becoming a 
musician and thought it was my 
time. They said ‘You’re going to be 
very rich’. I was broken. I felt 
empty.” 

For years he got jobs just to pay 
the bills, alongside gigging in pubs 
and clubs. 


Then he met Steve Brookstein in 
well-known karaoke venue Rocky’s 
in Cobham, Surrey, in 2000, and the 
pair began writing and singing to¬ 
gether under the name Blue. 

When a recording deal did not ma¬ 
terialise, the duo drifted apart. 
Shortly afterwards Brookstein 
went on to win the first series of the 
X Factor. 

Mr Dee admitted this had been a 
“blow”, but said he was proud of his 
friend. 

At the end of 2012 he quit his job 
in the City and started doing music 
full-time again. 

Mr Dee said: “In early 2013 my 
mum was diagnosed with cancer 
and it was a huge blow. It was a 
massive realisation and gave me the 
determination I needed to finish my 
album.”

Jeremy Wade, the fearless 
presenter of TV show River 
Monsters, said it was a 
“shame” youngsters cannot 
fish at an idyllic pond where 
fish have been removed.

He expressed regret when 
told that Reigate and 
Banstead Council has had 
fish removed from Burgh 
Heath pond, where fishing 
is banned, to deter noisy 
nocturnal fishermen who 
drop litter. 

Mr Wade said: “I think it is 
a real shame that kids do 
not have many places to go. 
It would be nice to have peo¬ 
ple fishing the pond.” 

Mr Wade, who catches 
extraordinary fish in his hit 
series, said: “It’s encourag¬ 
ing people to get out and 
have their own adventures. 

"If they have that desire to 
get out and look at the natu¬ 
ral world, but are told to go 
home then that’s appalling.” 

Mr Wade said “serious 
anglers” should not drop 
rubbish or behave antiso- 
cially, adding: “Anybody 
doing that is letting other 
anglers down.” 

Speaking about fellow an¬ 
gler Chris Yates, who was 
inspired to take up fishing 
as a child at Burgh Heath 
pond, he said: “Chris Yates 
in my opinion is a very fine 
writer.”

A celebrated fisherman has 
spoken out against the 
“absurd and narrow-mind¬ 
ed” removal of fish and the 
banning of anglers from his 
“pond of dreams”. 

Chris Yates, who has writ¬ 
ten a dozen books and 
appeared on television, was 
inspired at the age of five 
when he saw a monster rise 
out of the depths of Burgh 
Heath Pond. 

The life-changing moment 
is recorded in his fishing 
classic, Casting at the Sun, 
and he still dreams about the 
pond more than 40 years 
after he last fished there. 

Although Mr Yates is 
known to be somewhat 
reclusive these days, he re¬ 
sponded immediately when 
he heard that fish had been 
removed to deter antisocial 
anglers causing litter and 
noise at night. 

Mr Yates said: “That 
insignificant looking pond 
magicked the most signifi¬ 
cant event of my childhood, 
one that set me off on a won¬ 
derful path that leads direct¬ 
ly to the paradise where I 
now live, on the border of 
Wiltshire and Dorset. 

”1 still dream regularly 
about the little place and, yes, 


I have been very troubled by 
rumours of narrow-minded, 
ignorant local residents who 
now want to stop any kind 
of enjoyment of the pond by 
local and mostly young 
anglers." 

Back in September the 
Reigate and Banstead council 
had more than 280 pounds of 
fish, including carp, goldfish 
and rudd - all of which were 
illegally introduced into the 
pond - removed. 

Angling is prohibited. 

Mr Yates said: “It’s another 
very depressing and unimag¬ 
inative act by a local council. 

“I think it’s very sad. 
If there was a public meeting 
I would very much like to 
discuss this matter further. 

“I would love to talk to the 
residents and youngsters and 
fly the flag for the pond be¬ 
cause it started me off on my 
life. 

“You don’t become interest¬ 
ed in nature if there is none 
to explore. You have to give 
children freedom to explore. 

“People are always saying 
there is nowhere for children 
to go and no facilities for 
them. You don’t need a youth

like that to fish.” 

He said residents had 
already brought about the 
cutting down of nearly 100- 
year-old willows that once 
shaded the north bank and 
provided a wonderful habitat 
for waterfowl, amphibians 
and fish. 

He said: “As a very small 
boy I would go round the 
pond, we would be wading, 
splashing, making boats. 

“One day I saw this mon¬ 
ster rise up in the middle of 
the pond. It looked gigantic.” 

A short time later, while 


walking on the bank with his 
father, a fisherman showed 
them his catch of carp. Mr 
Yates said: “It was the same 
unbelievable thing. 

”It was like discovering a 
pit of dragons in the back¬ 
yard. That was the spark. It 
was like a spark on petrol 
and I was a fisherman.” 

Mark Lancaster, Epsom 
Angling Society’s marketing 
officer, said: “It’s a famous 
pond and a historic place. It’s 
a shame they [the council] 
have done that. It should 
have been a last resort. 

“It’s not hard to police that 
particular place because it 
has got houses all around it. 

“They have jumped the gun 


here and are not accepting 
responsibility for looking 
after the pond.” 

Robin Davis, parks and 
countryside manager, said: 
“There has never been an 
agreement for authorised 
fishing in the pond. 

’’However, the reason be¬ 
hind the removal of fish last 
year was to deter fishermen 
who had disturbed residents 
with anti-social behaviour, 
mainly during the night.”

Eight family members have 
been arrested in a dawn raid 
on suspicion of laundering 
£51m in criminal cash. 

HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC) officers and police 
searched a house in Tad- 
worth last Wednesday and 
arrested a 44-year-old man. 

Seven of his relatives, 
three men and four women, 
were arrested in Burton 
upon Trent, Staffordshire, 
where two homes and a 
business premises were 
searched. 

A team of more than 50 
people took part in the 
HMRC operation removing 
computers, personal and 
business records during 
searches of the four proper¬ 
ties plus another business in 
Croydon. 

The investigations

Colin Booker, assistant di¬ 
rector of criminal Investiga¬ 
tion at HMRC, said: “Money 
laundering and associated 
tax evasion is a serious of¬ 
fence and is usually the re¬ 
sult of major organised 
crime gangs trying to clean 
up their dirty cash. 

“We have worked closely 
with Staffordshire Police in 
this operation and will con¬ 
tinue to pursue those who 
operate outside the law and 
attempt to evade tax.” 


Masked robber takes cash

Police have released CCTV 
stills of a masked robber who 
forced a terrified lone betting 
shop worker to hand over 
cash. 

The man, who claimed to be 
armed, is believed to have 
taken a bumbag from Lad¬ 
brokes in Stoneleigh to stash 
the loot in. 

Police have confirmed that 
the victim was working on 
their own when the shop, in 
the Broadway, was robbed at 
8.50pm on Saturday.

A Ladbrokes spokesman 
said there would be a full se¬ 
curity review of the shop. 

He said: “Affected col¬ 
leagues are provided with 
counselling and support and 
we will be fully cooperating 
with police to ensure the 


criminal is apprehended.” 

Last year, North Cheam 
man Andrew Iacovou was 
brutally murdered while 
working on his own in a bet¬ 
ting shop at the Morden 
branch of Ladbrokes. 

The murder prompted this 
newspaper group to launch 
the Safe Bet campaign that is 
calling on the betting 
industry to improve safety for 
staff by ending the practice of

After it was finished a friend searched 
for it on the internet in December and 
instead found a compilation album, pro¬ 
duced by Mike Stock, with Can We Pre¬ 
tend listed as a “demo”. 

A horrified Mr Dee: “It’s been re¬ 
leased as an unfinished version and is 
going to make me sound like an ama¬ 
teur. It’s really bad.” 

Mr Stock did not apologise to Mr Dee 
for what happened, but admitted it was 
“unfortunate” that he felt he had been 
dropped 15 years ago. He said the exten¬ 
sion of the London Underground’s Ju¬ 
bilee line, which undermined his 
studio, was the reason why a generation 
of stars-in-the-making were let go. 

Mr Stock said: “I had to close the 
building and in the end I couldn’t do 
much with anyone. It wasn’t just 
Howard. I moved out and lost my con¬ 
tract with Simon Cowell to do Westlife 
as a result. I sued London Under¬ 
ground, but didn’t get very far. I hope 
Howard is very, very successful. I al¬ 
ways thought he was very talented.” 

Mr Stock said he has released five 
compilation albums of work from that 
time, before the digital revolution in- 
culding Mr Dee’s track Can We Pretend. 

He said: “It doesn’t sound rough and 
ready, it’s just not the version that 
would be the single version. So if 
Howard or anyone wants to finish them 
we’re not stealing anyone’s thunder in 
that respect.”

rejecting claims it had 
added to the flooding in 
the River Mole. 

Coun Townsend said: 
“The third pond being 
worked on this year 
should help flood 
alleviation.” 

Mr Lewis announced a 
£7m recovery fund for the 
UK, excluding Somerset, 
but flood repairs are ex¬ 
pected to cost up to £15m 
in Surrey alone. 

Wildlife group WWF has 
said farmers getting pub¬ 
lic grants should be forced 
to collect flood water on 
their land to prevent 
floods downstream, but 
this idea was not 
discussed during the 
meeting.

Hook Road Arena is one of the 
sites earmarked by Epsom 
Council for a new permanent 
gypsy and traveller camp, it 
has emerged. 

Epsom Council is to publish 
a draft consultation paper on 
potential sites for new gypsy 
and traveller accommodation 
across the borough, to meet 
the Government’s national 
planning policy. 

A council spokesman said 
the final proposals will be set 
out in a report, to be consid¬ 
ered by the council’s planning 
policy committee on February 
19 - which will be open to the 
public. 

The borough already has 
two gypsy and traveller sites, 
one in Conifer Park, Kiln 
Lane, Epsom, which has 14 
pitches; and Greenlands, Cox 
Lane, Ewell, which has 16 
pitches. 

The council has revealed it 
needs to create 20 extra pitch¬ 
es in the borough and it is 
going to publish the draft 
report and the list of sites 
under consideration on 
Monday, February 10, via its 
website. 

The council spokesman said 
on Tuesday “there is nothing 
to be concerned about”, but 
already worried residents 
and politicians are voicing 
fears. 

Councillor Sheila Carlson, 
who represents Court ward, 
said she was briefed on two of 


the proposals last week. 

The first, in Stamford ward, 
are areas of scrubland near 
the smart new Manor Park 
housing development, and the 
second site would be a portion 
of Hook Road Arena, in Court 
ward - to which she is 
opposed. 

Coun Carlson said: “Hook 
Road Arena. Stand back in 
amazement on that one. 
Would we be covering a 
section of it in concrete? 

“It is greenbelt. It is close to 
housing. We also have a cer¬ 
tain number of travellers who 
have settled nearby. 

“They may or may not have 


a good relationship with the 
ones that are going to move in. 

“It may well have a financial 
implication with regards to 
organisations wanting to 
carry on renting the arena 
out. 

“How would they view it if a 
portion of it became a perma¬ 
nent gypsy site?” 

Coun Carlson added: “The 
difficulty is that, as a bor¬ 
ough, we are small and com¬ 
pact and we do not have spare 
land to put it on. Wherever 
you put it, it is going to be 
contentious. 

“No one will be happy to 
have it near them. But I do 


appreciate that we do have to 
make sites available. The 
council is in a difficult 
position.” 

Of the Manor Park proposal, 
Timothy Nathan, chairman of 
Stamford Ward Residents’ As¬ 
sociation (SWRA), said: “We 
are in the process of actively 
consulting residents for their 
views. We will represent those 
views to the council during 
the course of the expected 
public consultation.” 

Mona Patel, who sits on the 
SWRA committee, said lots of 
people had heard about the 
proposal and are already con¬ 
cerned, with posters appear¬ 
ing at bus stops in Manor 
Park. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We are aware that this infor¬ 
mation has been leaked and 
we do not want residents to be 
concerned because, at this 
stage, there is nothing to be 
concerned about. 

“The council is required by 
national planning policy, to 
identify deliverable sites to 
meet this need. If we fail to do 
so we run the risk of increas¬ 
ing illegal encampments and 
the possibility that inappro¬ 
priate sites come forward 
through the planning appeal 
process. 

“We are testing possible site 
options and we will be con¬ 
sulting with all our communi¬ 
ties on their suitability.”

Squatters leave estate after rave 


Between 400 and 500 people attended a 
rave in an empty unit on the Cox Lane in¬ 
dustrial estate, in Chessington, on Satur¬ 
day night, which kept people awake for 
miles around.

“With police pressure, a phased closure 
was implemented starting at 6am, finally 
closing at 9am. We are not aware of any 
reports of criminality from this party 
during the event.”

Investment hopes for 
St Helier shattered

St Helier Hospital has been dealt 
another devastating blow after it 
was revealed the Government 
promise of a £219million redevel¬ 
opment was “probably” off the 
table. 

The multi-million pound invest¬ 
ment in the hospital was hailed as 
a “real victory for local residents” 
when it was unveiled in 2010, in¬ 
cluding a brand new state-of-the- 
art hospital building, hundreds of 
new beds and a new day nursery. 

However, an announcement on 
Monday from the MP for 
Mitcham and Morden, Siobhain 
McDonagh, revealed the plans 
are now unlikely to go ahead. 

A letter sent to Miss McDonagh, 
on January 24, from the chief offi¬ 
cer of Merton clinical commis¬ 
sioning group, Eleanor Brown, 
said the £219m redevelopment 
would need commissioner sup¬ 
port and there were additional 
revenue costs that would 
“probably be unaffordable in the 
current financial context”. 

She added: “It is for this reason 
that the re-development does not 
feature as one of the long-term 
financial modelling (LTFM) 
scenarios being worked up by the 
trust at this stage.” 

The business plan was approved 
in 2010 by the Government with 
chancellor George Osborne 
announcing the plans were safe 
amid concerns that it could 
be compromised at a time of 
Government cuts. 

Campaigners are blaming the 
controversial better services bet¬ 
ter value (BSBV) healthcare re¬ 
view, which has hounded the 
hospital over the past two years 
and twice threatened to axe its ac¬ 
cident and emergency, maternity 
and children’s services. In the 
midst of the review, in 2012, the 
Government stated the £219m 
investment was secure. 

BSBV commonly referred to St 
Helier’s redevelopment as a 
“fixed point” in the review and 
said they remained fully 
committed to it even if the the

redevelopment was different to 
what was initially proposed. 

This newspaper, along with 
healthcare campaigners, repeat¬ 
edly asked for reassurances about 
the promised £219m, amid 
widespread speculation that the 
plans could be scuppered. 

In early 2012, NHS London said 
there was a “firm commitment” 
to St Helier’s redevelopment, but 
that body no longer exists and the 


Department for Health this week 
said it had nothing further to add 
except that it was waiting for the 
trust to come back to it with am- 
mended plans for their future. 

BSBV’s most recent proposals 
collapsed at the end of last year 
and Ms McDonagh’s announce¬ 
ment is the first real indication 
the hospital will no longer receive 
the promised funds. 

After the news broke, both the 
GPs in charge of Sutton’s health¬ 
care, Sutton CCG, and the Epsom 
and St Helier Trust said it could 
not “speculate” on the redevelop¬ 
ment plans for St Helier. 

Matthew Hopkins, the chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er Trust, took his usual stance of 
“business as usual”, but said St 
Helier’s development would not 
stagnate and the trust is looking 
at two-year and five-year 
business plans. 

He said: “The problem with [the 
proposal] is firstly it was written 
in 2009 and approved in 2010. It is 
four years old now. Any logical 
conclusion would say we would 
have to refresh the analysis to say 
what we would need for the next 
10 or 15 years.” 

Over the past few years the 
trust has brought its deficit down 
from more that £20m to £7.4m and 
is hoping to break even next year.

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Ready to go: Surgery 
gets under way in the 
operating theatre

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Ten years of surgery 
by a top class team 

A decade on from its first operation, the South-West London 
Elective Orthopaedic Centre is one of the biggest and best 
units in the NHS. HARDEEP MATHARU paid a visit. 


To mark the 10th anniversary of 
the South-West London Elective 
Orthopaedic Centre (EOC), based 
at Epsom Hospital, I had the rare 
privilege of being invited to spend 
an afternoon in one of its operat¬ 
ing theatres observing a knee re¬ 
placement operation. 

Arriving at the EOC, I met with 
the surgeon who would be carry¬ 
ing out the operation, Philip 
Mitchell, a consultant orthopaedic 
surgeon at St George’s Hospital 
and director of surgery at the 
EOC, who carried out the centre’s 
very first operation a decade ago. 

Chatting informally to me bare¬ 
foot and in scrubs, he reasssured 
me that this was not going to be a 
stressful afternoon - either for the 
experienced staff involved, or for 
me. 

He explained that the two-hour 
operation was necessary as the pa¬ 
tient, a 55-year-old man from 
Wandsworth, was experiencing 
problems with a partial replace¬ 
ment that had been done previous¬ 
ly. This time around, a whole 
replacement knee was to be fitted. 

This would involve removing the 
existing metal implant and cutting 
away some of the bone to create a 
flat surface above and below the 
knee joint for two metal implants, 
with a plastic top fitted to the 
lower one. 

Mr Mitchell said advances in sur¬ 
gical technology and anaesthetic

procedures have made a huge dif¬ 
ference to orthopaedic surgery in 
the past 15 years as it helps speed 
up a patient’s recovery time. 

So, instead of waking up in 
agony and spending two weeks in 
hospital, patients wake up with 
minimal pain now and are ready to 
go home within four days. 

Adding the finishing touches of a 
surgical hat and mask, I entered 
the operating room and met the 
team. 

The patient was anaesthetised 
and surgical drapes were placed 
over his body, covering everything 
except the knee to be operated on. 

Mr Mitchell and his assistants 
wore protective body suits and 
head masks and conducted the op¬ 
eration within a yellow square in 


the centre of the room, free from 
germs and bacteria. Only the sur¬ 
geon, his assistants and a surgical 
nurse were allowed inside this 
area during the procedure. 

With Moby playing in the back¬ 
ground, the atmosphere in the 
room - chilly to ensure a hygienic 
environment - was calm and re¬ 
laxed throughout. 

Once the incision was made and 
the skin on the patient’s knee 
came apart, the existing metal 
implant could be seen glistening 
inside. 

I stayed for the entire two hours 
and sat fascinated, marvelling at 
the skill of the surgical team, who 
hammered, sawed and drilled at 
various points during the opera¬ 
tion. It is extremely precise work. 

The angles and mechanics of the 
joint have to be just right. There 
are no second chances. 

At the end, Mr Mitchell said: 
“The patients are very privileged 
to get this level of service. It is a 
very relaxing environment and ev¬ 
eryone pulls together as a team. 
The people who work here have a 
reputation. 

“It is the biggest unit in the NHS 
in terms of volume - we see 3,200 
patients a year. We get economies 
of scale - we buy so much that we 
can get it cheaper.”

A charity featured on a new 
stamp released today is hoping it 
will help boost its profile. 

The Royal Mail stamp depicts a 
long-serving pony and a young 
rider from Epsom Riding for the 
Disabled Association (ERDA). 

The stamp shows a young girl, 
who attends Greenmead School 
in Wandsworth, gazing at a pony 
called Thor. 

Stella Milne, chairman of 
ERDA, said: “They have man¬ 
aged to capture the bond that ex¬ 
ists between rider and horse - 
and of course the fact that it’s 
one of our riders with one of our 
longest-serving ponies is partic¬ 
ularly special.” 

The charity’s chief executive, 
Ed Bracher, said: “We were 
delighted when Royal Mail 
approached us about this 
project. 

“Portraying the work of our 
horses and ponies as part of this 
series is a fitting acknowledge¬ 
ment of the loyal service they de¬ 
liver and the vital therapy they 
provide to our riders and 
drivers.” 

The charity gives disabled peo¬ 
ple the opportunity to ride to 


benefit their health and well¬ 
being. 

It provides more than 3,000 rid¬ 
ing lessons for 350 disabled 
adults and children. 

It has more than 200 volunteers 
and is entirely funded by dona¬ 
tions and its fundraising efforts. 

Back in 2009, the charity won a 
£10,000 grant from the charitable 
arm of this newspaper, the 


Gannett Foundation to buy a hy¬ 
draulic mounting ramp to 
help wheelchair users and other 
disabled riders to mount their 
horses.

I’ll be blowed - shelter’s about turn 


Epsom Riding for the Disabled 
Association (ERDA) had anoth¬ 
er piece of luck last month, 
thanks to a passing mini¬ 
tornado. 

In December, high winds up¬ 
ended the charity’s field shel¬ 
ter at St Ebba’s Farm, in Hook 
Road. 

Then on Saturday, January 
25, a powerful squall hit 
Surrey and a mini-tornado 
knocked it back the right way 
up - saving the charity the ex¬ 
pense of bringing in a crane. 

Joe Coulman, who is respon¬ 
sible for maintenance at 


ERDA, said: “The bad weather 
blew it over. It stayed there 
until we had the mini-tornado 
and blew it back. It’s amazing, 
but it’s damaged the shelter 
more.” 

On Sunday a message posted 
on ERDA’s Facebook page 
said: “Nature has had its own 
battle of ‘anything you can do 
I can do better’ with one of our 
field shelters. 

“The storm in December took 
the shelter, tumbled it along 
the ground and deposited up¬ 
side down into the fence. The 
tornado in January grabbed 


hold of the shelter, flipped it 
the right way up and placed it 
back in its original field. 

“Neither the fence nor the 
shelter have fared too well in 
nature’s game and they will 
need to be replaced. 

“We would quite like it if na¬ 
ture could now decide it’s a 
draw and the game is over.” 

The Royal Mail stamp 
launched this week depicts 
Thor, a long-serving pony, and 
a young rider from the charity 
as part of a series on working 
horses.

volume monitoring. 

Also, I know school places 
are tight and wondered if this 
had been taken into 
consideration? 

This has implications for 
the whole borough.

Credit rating 
holds the key 

Would-be-buyers urged to review their credit reports 
before applying to join the Help to Buy scheme 


Check your credit rating if you 
want to take advantage of the 
Government’s Help to Buy 
scheme. 

That’s the advice of Experian 
CreditExpert which carried out 
research among those hoping to 
buy a home through the scheme. 
It found almost two fifths (39 per 
cent) of 20 to 40-year-olds were 
planning to apply to the Help to 
Buy mortgage scheme in 2014. 

But only two fifths of them (40 
per cent) were registered to the 
electoral roll at their current 
address - something that can be a 
key factor not only in passing the 
identity verification checks and 
also in ensuring credit reports 
are as accurate as possible. 

The insight report found a 
quarter of would-be applicants 
have never reviewed their own 
credit report and seven per cent 
have not saved for a deposit. 

In fact, more than a quarter (26 
per cent) have saved less than the 
£5,000 required to partake in the 
scheme. 

The report is based on 
interviews with more than 2,000 
20 to 40-year-olds. It found: 

■ More men than women (43 per

Nearly a quarter (23 per cent)
